Group II, claim(s) 55-57, drawn to a kit for evaluating a cell's metastatic propensity 
comprising a reagent for assaying a cell for the presence of at least one target protein 
associated with cellular locomotion. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: U.S. Patent 
Application Publication number 2002/0142981 A1 (published October 3, 2002) discloses 
expression profiles comprising diagnostic markers used to monitor cancer states and 
disease progression, see abstract; and page 8, section 0081 . Table 6B on page 41 
discloses target protein, leukotriene B4 12-hydroxydehydrogenase (LTB4DH), a 
nucleus-associated ribbon-like structure protein as one of the proteins that is used as a 
marker to determine disease progression for liver disease. Therefore, the technical 
feature recited in claim 1 is not special. Accordingly, the groups are not so linked as to 
form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 



2. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
